POLL TAXBS AND AUTO LIGNSES

Act No. 288 of the Acts of 1929, provides that all
persons subject to rhe payment of a poll ta: must haYe
paid ir befor€ they obrair license to operate an automo-
bi1€ in this S.ate.

In accordance with tbe provisions of the new act,
Dwighr H. Bla€kwood, chairnan of the State High-
way Commissioa, has issued a bulletin to all sherifs
and collectors and automobile d€alers in the State, urg-
ing their co-operatiod in its €nforcement, in otder to
eliminat€ as far as poasible unnecessary confusion and
delay in his ofiice in the issuanc€ of automobile tass.

Under instructions frcm rhe ofice of Hal L. Nor-
wood, Attomey General, no regllar license or nansfer
of licens€ can be icsued ontil Mr. Blackwood's office has
,b€fo.€ it a statement by tle taxpayet that be has paid
such poll tax.

This provision of tbe new law and th€ oth€r provi
sion ,rhich makes it necessary for all persons holding
public otrice or employment of ary kind to first com-
ply with the poll tax law, it is said, has already re-
sulted in a ma.ked increase in the nurnber of poll taxes
paid this year.

About a half mile from rown he will come to a
wooden bridge built across a slusgish duddy lookins
sueam of vrater. Tbis dver, he will be told if he
bothe! bimself to ask is "good old" Foorcbe La Favc.
After croesing the tiver he will drive tlrough a lane
about two miles long. This two miles 6f toad is con-
sructed across wbat is knowa as the "bottom land" or
lard that is overfowed by the rive!. Aloflg here tbere i3
a hedce oI {illow bushes on eithet side of tlle !oad.

Soon aftir leaving this bottom land the tourist will
find that he is climbing a doutrtain. This moontain
may look tro ditrer€trt from many larg€ bills he bas sa€n
before.

How diferetrt everything looks when view.d f..om
this mountain top! All the small unkenPt farm houses
that he pass€d only a few minutes ago row look like
peaceful and comfortable homes. Now add tbm a
ql imos€ of the r iver cao be causb( through the green
i'e"., but jr is rruosformed ftom a muddy strenfl rnlo
a clear sparkling one.

The tourist can easily distirguish Perryville, the
small towtr througb rvhich he has just ddven. But
from this distance he cannot tell the unpainted houses
from tbc painted ones.

The srnall fie1ds of growing things, at wbich he
scarcely looked whea passing them, a.e now perfect
squares or diarnond shapes of greea. The person who
is flot lucky etroush to see some fatner plow slowly
and lazily th.ough one of these fields, turn at the end
of the rorv and start back, after a slight pause during
which he nay have beea resting the team or taking a
dri*, has missed half the picture. Of cou.se the farmer
may not be plowing qui€tly and lazily ac all. H€ may
be y€llirg and berring the team, but no such sounds
reach the ears of the view€r on th€ mountain top. Ii
is this air oI ouietness and unreality thac mak€s the
